nary engineering and scientific 
endeavors related to the mas- 
sive undertaking, even if they 
cannot reach an over-all agree 
ment.

significant. Soviet representa- 
tives abroad almost never re- 
spond to unexpected Western 
overtures until they get instruc- 
tions from the Kremlin.

FBI Report Nearly Ready, 
Shows Lee Harvey Oswald 
Was Lone, Unaided Assassin

WASHINGTON (AP)-An ex- 
austive FBI report n e a r l y 
eady for the While House will 
ndicate that Lee Harvey Os- 
wald was the lone and unaided 
assassin of President Kennedy, 
government sources said today. 


The report will go to Presi- 
lent Johnson this week, it was 
>redicted, and Johnson will for- 
ward it promptly to the seven- 
member investigating commis- 
sion he named Friday. 


Members of the commission, 


leaded by Chief Justice Earl 
barren, awaited a call from 
Varren to hold their first meet- 
ng and organize the machinery 
"or an inquiry which apparently 
las no precedent in American 
history. 


Whether the FBI report would 


>e made public before the War- 
ren commission begins its study 
apparently was undecided. 


Various government sources 


said the FBI report, incorporat- 
ing the findings of the Secret 
Service and at least a half-dozen 
other federal agencies, would 
indicate that: 


—Oswald, without accomplic- 


es, fired three shots at Kennedy 
Nov. 22 from a self - prepared 
iiideaway at a sixth-floor win- 
dow of the Texas School Book 
Depository in Dallas as the pres- 
idential motorcade passed, 


—The first and third shots 


struck the President. E i t h e r 
could have killed him. 


—The second shot 
missed 


Kennedy but struck and seri- 
ously wounded Texas Gov. John 
Connally. 


—About 5V2 seconds elapsed 


between the first shot and the 
last. Despite questions raised by 
some 
rifle 
experts, 
federal 


agents consider Oawald's bolt- 
action rifle could have been 
aimed and fired that rapidly. 


—It has been established that 


all three shots came from the 
same direction, behind 
and 


slightly :to the right of the Pres- 
ident's car. This gave the assas- 


^a target -moving approxi- 


mately in the direction of his 
line of fire, an easier shot than 
a target moving across it. 


—Ballistics studies reportedly 


substantiate that the same weap 
on fired all three shots.

tnown Daisy Air Rifle, an Ar- 
kansas product which has en- 
tertained American youth for 
many years, is going to India 
to help train Indian youth in the 
more serious purpose of mili- 
tary marksmanship. 


P. N. Sahni, secretary 
foi 


Heavy Industries of Punjab, In 
dia, said Monday that the Daisy 
Manufacturing Co. of Roger; 
lad been selected by the Pun- 
jab government to provide the 
curriculum for a marksmanship 
education program and to pro 
vide training in gun making. 


Sahni seaid the Chinese are in 


India "for keeps" and have 
created a permanent northwest- 
ern- frontier, making it neces-' 
sary for Indian children to learn 
how to use guns. 


The Punjab government is to 


Finance a $1 million plant, to be 
built early in January, for pro- 
ducing a modified version of the 
Daisy target training rifle. 


The state of Punjab will own 


a-controlling 51 per cent of the 
slock in the plant with 10 per 
cent owned by Daisy. Daisy will 
have an opportunity to buy 
more shares. The remaining 
stock will be held by the gen- 
eral public of India. 


Indian supervisory and techni- 


cal crews will be trained at the 
Rogers plant. 


The Indian plant will initially 


produce 1,000 B.B. air-spring 
rifles daily with production to 
be increased to 5,000 daily after 
the first year.

gram would start with boys of 
Punjab between the ages of 
eight and 16 "in order that at 
the age of 20 they will be fully 
prepared to use military rifles.

Blame for 
Money Delay 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Gov. 


Orval E. Faubus took the blanie 
Monday for a misunderstanding 
about finances which caused a 
delay in the progress of the 
Lake Osceola project in North- 
east Arkansas. 


Faubus said he first thought 


that only $25,000 would be need- 
ed from the Publicity and Parks 
Commission for the project and 
that was the amount he had or- 
iginally recommended the com- 
mission contribute. 


The state Game and Fish 


Commission understood that the 
Parks agency would contribute 
$50,000 and had based its plans 
on that amount. 


Faubus said he would recom- 


mend that the Parks Commis- 
sion put up an additional $25,- 
000 and 
he was sure that 


amount would be allocated in 
the agency's next meeting. 


The Lake Osceola project is 


to cost $223,000 with half that 
amount being furnished by the 
federal government under the 
Accelerated Public Works Pro- 
gram. 


The Game and Fish Commis- 


sion said it would furnish $61,500 
of the remainder if the Publicity 
and Parks Commission would 
supply $50,000.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


trustee for the bankrupt Rus- 
sellville grain brokerage firm of 
Sronson Woodworth, Inc., sued 
the Peoples Bank and Trust Co., 
of Russellville today for $20,839. 


The U.S. District Court suit 


:iled by G. L. Nicklaus contends 
the bank acquired that amount 
:rom the Woodworth firm at a 
time when the bank knew the 
form was insolvent. 


The Woodworth firm was op- 


erated until March 12 by Bron- 
son Woodworth who was con- 
victed in federal court recently 
of defrauding another Russell- 
ville bank, the Bank of Russell- 
ville, of $160,000 at about the 
same time the new suit alleges 
the Peoples Bank improperly 
acquired the $20,839. 


The suit contends that the 


Peoples Bank got $17,389 of the 
money through a draft on the 
Bank of Russellville and $3,450 
by requiring the Woodworth 
firm to sign over a check due 
from a Little Rock brokerage 
house. 


The transfer of funds 
was 


"fraudulent as to creditors ex- 
isting and future creditors" of 
the Woodworth firm, the suit 
said. 


Three 
Woodworth creditors 


forced the company into bank-

fense. He shot Lee Harvey Os- 
wald, charged with assassinat- 
ing President John F. Kennedy, 
in the Dallas city jail while the

Oswald was

He couldn't try to say he did 


not do it. Millions saw him on 
teleyision as he did it. Other 
millions saw him do it on end- 
less television reruns. Newspa- 
pers carried pictures of it from 
coast to coast. 


The U.S. Supreme Court has 


already said what it thinks of 
the effect on a local community 
which sees a man confess on lo- 
cal television to a local crime. 
But Ruby did more than con- 
fess, and it wasn't local. 


Since Kennedy and Oswald 


were both killed in Dallas, the 
people there could not but be 
particularly aware of the events 
And it would be a poor Dallas 
citizen who didn't have an inter- 
est in the events and what Ruby 
did.

a jury of Dallas citizens. This 
raises a question: Can Ruby get
